they are finding difficult to|

combat: a general lessening in
business (room occupancy in
1962 was 61 per cent of the
maximum possible, lowest in
more than 20 years), and rising
operation costs in wages, taxes
#and the like.

Operators of the big hotels
aren’t just crying into their
towels, however. Many of them
are advertising at record rates,
and actively selling their facili-
ties for large-scale business,
such as group tours and indus-
try conventions

IN NEW YORK, two new
hotels with ultra-modern equip-
ment have been opened in the
past year stimulating compe-
tition in this large market.

But over-all, it would appear
that a long up-hill struggle lies
ahead if the nation’s hotels are
